| Tho Tornado iu Dekkulb County, 
[Correspondence of the Pyess aud Triuny.) 

j Sirappona Guoye, Juve 11th, 1860. 

We deem it our duty to inform you that the 
winding up scene of death and destruction by 
the terrible tornado which passed through Cam- 
auche, Albany, Sterling, etc., on the 4th inst., 
was neither at Amboy nor Lee Centre, It struck 
the house of Mr. Mecheniker, three miles north- 
weat of this Grove, demolishing everything on 
the place, taking the house entirely away, and 
not leaving a splinter—only the scoured ruins 
ofthe cellar. Mr. Mecheniker and two children 
(one fiye and the other seven years old) were 
killed. He was carried about fifteen rods from 
the house, eastward, aud the two children a few 
rods further, where they were found most 
dreadfully mangled. Mrs, Mechenikor was 
found a few rods from the house, with a broken 
arm, and ove child was found alive, but badly 
bruised. Two horses were killed, and carried 
not less than twelve or fifteen rods. One big 
rock, weighing not less than a quarter of a ton, 
was curried twenty-six paces, Fences were all 
taken on its course, 

_ About a mile and a half west, another house 
was struck, but no lives were lost. About four 
miles further west it struck Twin Grove, and 
tore down the principal part of the timber, un; 
roofed houses and barns, but no lives were lost. 

We have not heard of any damage east of this. 

It only scovred the ground two miles furtber 
east, tearing up the fences on both sides of the 
road, and then went up in the air and dispersed, 
Pieces of furniture have been found eleyeu 
wiles east of this.

The Copper-heads, 

A memorial to both Houses “of Congress, 
sighed’ by several thousands of the mechanics 
and traders of New York, has been presented 
to these bodies, protesting ogainst a further 
issue of cents at the Mint, and asking the privi 
loge of returning those in circulation, and re- 
‘Ceiving in exchange their nominel value in gold 
or silver. 

Somethivg of this sort should be done. The 
old “copper-beads” are decidedly a nuisance 
that should be abated. Copper coin is nota 
constitutional currency, and copper. is no more 
fit for money than iron or lead. In proportion 
to its value, it is vastly too heavy. There is 
‘too much pork for a shilling.” The intrinsic 
value of the cent is only about fifty per cent. on) 
the dollar. So that the holder of'a bushel or 
ton of cents could only realize half their nomi- 

| nul value by selling them by weight, to copper- 
smitbs or dealers in that metal. The “nickel” 
cent is pot much botter than the old-fashioned 
one., It is somewhat smaller, but is a meun 
looking coin, Besides, its circulation does not 
drive out the big “‘ copper-heads.” As the Goy- 
ernment has made forty or fifty per cent. on 
the issue of its copper coins, it can afford to re- 
ceive them back at their face value, and then 
dispose of them by the ton to the trade, or use 
them for copper-bottoming the vessels of the 
navy. 

A copper coin is no accommodation to any 
class of people. Change can be made without 
the use of the great, ugly, clumsy things. Very 
few transactions ara made by the poor for iess 
than three cents, and the three-cent piece fur- 
pishes the medinm. And by means of it and 
the half dime, purchases or payments of one or 
two cents can readily be made; and exact 
change can always be bad by them, A stick of 
candy, a fig, or an apple worth a cent, can be 
paid for by offering two three-cent pieces, and 
receiving a fiye-cent piece in return. To pay 
two cents for a thing, giye a half dime and re 
ceive back a three cent piece, By means of the 
dime, half dime, and three-center, any change 
or purchase that can be made with cents, can 
be effected with those coins. Andif the cent 
was extermioated they would become abundant. 

When it is considered that copper coin is 
some forty times the bulk of silver, per value, 
and five bundred times the bulk of gold, per 
value, the uvwieldness of copper as money must 
bo upparent to all, and the propriety of its ban- 


ishment obyious.

will touch them. They have no circulation 
there at all. Inthe Eastern cities—New York 
especially—they swarm by the million. They 
pay most of the grocer and butcher's bills, and 
enter largely into all retail business, and have 
become so superabundant, it is stated, that some 
persons cngoged in business have as much as 
one thousand to six thousand dol/ars lying by 
them idle, inthis miserable coin. 

The only remedy is, for Congress to order the 
Mint to coin no more, and to redeem all now in 
circulation that may be returned to it. ‘“ Nary 
red” should be seen in the land.

Tribune column, declares that The World will 
contain all the latest news from every portion 
of the globe—in this department it will beat the 
other papers; that its capital has been sub. 
scribed by members of various religious denom- 
iaations, and its inception took place in\a be- 
lief that the time had come for “ vital Chris- 
tianity” to assert itself more thoroug)ly in the 
management of the secular press; that it will 
be conducted with-a special view to this end, 
All this the Tribune, Herald, and Times ex. 
pected, and took matters very easy, laughing a 
little at the religious feature of the plan, which 
had induced the various denominational mem- 
bers to come down with the dust. 

But the paragraph which falls like a bomb- 
shell among them all, is the one which states 
that The World will be printed on an imperial 
quarto sheet, larger than either of its predeces- 
sors; will be the cloarest and handsomest spe- 
cimen of nowspaper typography that has yet 
appeared in America; last and ohiefest, will be 
issued at the retail price of One Cent, depend- 
ing on its advertisements for support.

| On arriving in this city on Monday afternoon, 
a party was at oncé made up to visit the scene 
of the great tornado of Sunday evening, the 3d 
of June. The details of that terrible calamity 

| have been spread 80 fully before our readers 
that nothing remains to be said on that subject. 
Our time did not permit us to visit Albany, but 
at Camanche it is impossible for language to 
convey avy adequate conception of the utter 
desolation which marked the track of the tem- 
pest. The only wonder is that avy living thing 
could escape. The remorseless storm fiend 
seemed to have swept through the town as with 
the besom of destruction, and the ruin he left 
bebind should teach man how weak and how 
transitory are all his works. We examined 
several of the brick buildings, and one store 
dwelling, with care, snd from tbe thickness of 
the walls, and the substantial. manner in which 
they were built, it is plain no ordinary struc- 
ture, built by humaa hands, could have for one 
moment resisted the whirlwind’s power. A 
monument of solid granite, if 1t had any consid- 
erable height, must have fallen before it. And 
yet often, in’what ine to have been the 


centre of its track, the tiniest thing was not mo- 
lested. A busb,a tree, or the most slightly 
built hovel, were uvbarmed, and generally the 


the lesson impressed most deeply upon 
cur mind in looking over the ~ ruins, 
was that against sucb calamities Al- 
mighty gooduess cau alone protect us. The 


elexents which have produced such fearful re- 
sults are constantly around us, and if their 
forces are so nicely adjusted that they move on 
in silent harmony, itis due to the wisdom and 
goodness of Him, who “holds the winds in bis 
fists,” and when he wills, ‘rides upon the 
whirlwind and the storm.” 


And yet some things may be learned even 
from these disasters which all should remem- 
ber, and which may promote our safety when 
in similar danger, In wooden buildings in a 
tornado the place of safety would seem to be 
the cellar,and upon the side next to the storm, 
A number of familics were saved unharmed by 
taking refuge there. Geo. Ames, Esq., who 
lives'a fow miles west of Camanche, when he 
saw the storm approaching, took refuge with 
his family ina root cellar, and all were saved 
without the least injury. His brick houso wes 
entirely destroyed, and had they remained 
there, some, and perbaps all of thew, would 
doubtless bave been killed. From an examina-

The Fowler Defalcation, 
(From Wasblogton Gurrespoudencs Oiuclnnati Gazette,) 

In reply to aresolution of the House, Post 
master Genera! Holt hes addressed a letter to 
the Speaker, detaining tho facts and circum 
stances pertaining to the defalcation of Isaac Y. 
Fowler. 

From statements submitted, it would seem 
that the Department, using the phrase in an 
official sense, was not aware of the defalcation 
until the 10th of May, 1860. The accounts of the 
New York Post Office having been sudited and 
balanced to the 31st of December, 1859. The 
first quarter of the present year had not been 
adjusted for want of the account current. This 
settlement was postponed in consequence of 
the absence of Mr, Fowler, or from some other 
uvexplained cause, and on the aforesaid 10th of 
May, the First Assistant Postmaster General 
placed in Mr. Holt’s hands, two. confidential 
letters from Fowler, in which the de,alcation 
was confessed in geueral terms und an earnest 
appeal made to forbear proceedings against him 
until he could make up the deficit through bis 
triends aud the sale of personal property. On 
the previcus day the account current had been 
received by the Auditor. Means were immedi 
ately taken for Fowler’s arrest, and the inability 
of Marsbal Rynders to execute the wurrant 1s 
explained by the ac ive sympathy manifested 
for Fowler by bis numerous friends in New 
York, ‘be Postmaster General severely con- 
demns this sympathy, and in view of an indict- 
ment being found by the Grand Jury, and the 
apprehension of the offender, threatens them 
with the paios and penalties of the statute. 

The Auditor’s Report, appenced to Mr. Holts 
letter, shows that on December 31st, 1855, Fow- 
ler owed a balauce.of $8.935 70. At this point 
the embezzlement had itsorigin. The follow- 
ing quarter increased the deticit to $17,687 96 ; 
and it continued regularly increasing every 
quarter, saving the last of 1856 and the first 
two of 1857, until the final exposure. On the 
BOuh of June, 1857, it had r ached $23,020 88, 
This was adjusted by a special deposit of $20.- 
000, on the 8th of August, 1858, which, with the 
credits for clerks bire, &c , balunced the acconnt 
and left $1,999 19 to Mr Fowler’s credit. This 
settlement however, was found to be too decep- 

tive, Inasmuch us in consequence of th’s special 
deposit having been made, the weekly one of 


it was mude, Sth of August, was omitted; so 
that in fact a deficit equal to nearly a week's 
receipts still remained, The defalcation now 
made rapid progress, the following quar- 
ter, $40,007 95 were added to it. At the close 
of september 1828, it was $75,599 96. In Novem- 
ber of that year, the books were balanced, but 
the adjustment, like the previous one, proved

The financial affairs of the city exhibit no new 
features. We quote the following well-consid- 
ered synopsis of the market from the Ohicago 
Bank Note List of to-day, published by F. G.

‘The heavy shipments of produce have reduced 
the premium on Eastern exchange to 1#, selling.

Should the demand from neighboring 
cities be heavy, rates may again advance to old 
figures, 12, but the present prospect is a short 
supply of currency and @ further decline in 
exchange. The crculation of Illinois Banks is 
inoreasing, but hardly sufficient to meet the 
growing demind for currency. At the present 
price of exchange there is buy a moderate mar- 
gin for profit in returning Illinois currenoy for 
coin, and as soon as Bankers ure satisfied that 
they will escape the cost of redeeming, there is 
no doubt but that the circulation of Mlinois 
Banks will increase sufficrently to afford fair 
facilities for moving the incoming crop, for 
which the present volume of currency will be

Adjourned.

Mr, Doolittle made a minority report, saying 
the right of petition could not be denied any 
one, Mr. Mason, from the same Comwittee, 
made a report discharging Mr. Hyatt. The 
resolut on for Mr, Hyatt’s discharge was agreed 
to. 
Mr. Green introduced a resolution for print- 
ing of 25,000 extra copies of the reports on the 
Harper's Ferry invasion, which was referred to 
the Committee on Printing. 
Mr. Bayard moved to take up the bill to give 
the Sergeaut at Arm) of the Senate and House 
power to appoint deputies in the different 
States, Mr. Hale opposed it. Mr. Bayard 
called for the ayes and noes, on the motion to 
take itup. The motion was disagreed to—ayes 
22, noes 2 

Mr. Fitch moved to take up the House joint 


o'clock. Agreed to, 

‘The Army bill was received from the House 
with sundry amendments. The Light House 
appropriation bill was taken up and passed, 
The tariff bill was taken up. 

Mr. Hunter argued that no change of the tar- 
iff was necessary. Tho present tariff would 
afford sufficient revenue for an economical sup- 
port of the Government, and for the extin- 
guishmentof the public debt, The revenue, 
under the preseut tariff, would go on increasing, 
There would be from six to seven millions sur- 
plus vext July. He further contended that the 
iron interest was depressed by the fluctuations 
in the credit of the country, and by the revul- 
sion of 1857. The tariff of 1857 furnished suf- 
ficient protection to iron. He believed it ena- 
bled the public to weather as well as it did the 
financial crisis of that year, but if achavge in 
the the tariff was necessary, this bill was not a 
proper one to pass. The excessive charges 
contained in it would deter importations and 
reduce the revenue; besides, it was so compli- 
cated in its machinery it would require an ar- 
my of officials to execute it, and would open 
the door to fraud more thau any system ever 
devised. For these reasons he desired its post: 
ponement tili next Decem! 

Mr. Cameron also spoke in favor of an in- 
crease of the tariff, und Seward urged action at 
this session. 

After recess a vote showed no quorum pre- 
sent, but one was obtained after a while, when 
the bill by a vote of 23 to 20 was postponed till 
the next session. 

The Army bill was taken up and some of the 
House amendments concurred in,and a commit- 
tee of conference appointed on the disagreeing 
votes. 

Mr. Pearce reported from the conference 
commiltee on disagreeiog amendments to the 
Overland Telegraph bill, and the Senate receded 
from its amendments which put in the corpo- 
rators aod agreed to tue House amendments, 
which allows the Postmaster-General to adver- 
tise for proposals to build the line. 

The bill has now passed both Houses. 

Mr. Slidell offered a resolution for the ay 
pointment of a select committee of three to re- 
portasystem to increase the revenue on the 
basis of the present House bill just postponed, 
and report at the next session, ‘Laid over. 

Several private focal bills were passed, and 
the Senate found itself without a quorum’ and 
adjourned at 10 P. M.

From Washington, 


Wasurnoton, June 15.—the report made to 
the Senate this morning by Mr. Mason, chair- 
man of the Harper’s Ferry Committee, com- 
prises 150 foolscup pages, exclusive of volumi- 
nous testimony. A fullbistory is given of Join 
Brown's movement and results; and reference 
is made to the utter insecurity of the peace and 
satety of some of the States owing to the exci 
ted condition of tbe public mind. The rifled 
carbines manulactured in Convecticut, it would 
appear, to be ordinarily used in strie in Kan- 
sus, and sent thither for that purpose. were 
voluntarily placed by the Massachusetts Kansas 
Committee, through its chairman, in the hands 
of Brown, with vague and unexplained instruo- 
tions as to their use, but the truth was, it 
would appear, he finally conceived the purpose 
of inciting civil war in some of the slave States, 
This expedition, so atrocious in character, 
woujd have been crrested had even ordinary 
care been taken on the part of the Massachusetts 
Committee to ascertain whether Brown was 
truthful in his professions. The Committee are 
not prepared to suggest avy legislation which, 
in their opinion, would be adequate to prevent 
like occurrences ia future; {i the several 
States, whether from motives of policy or a de 
sire to preserve the peace of the Union, if not 
from fraternal feeliog, do not hold it incumbent 
on them after the experience of the country to 
guard in futuro by appropriate legislation 
against similar occurrences, the Committee can 
find no guarantee elsewhere for the security of 
peace between the States of the Union, "So 
far, however, as the safety of the publio 
property is involved, the Committee would 
eurnestly reoommoend that provision should be 
made by the Executive of by law to keep un- 
der adequate military guard tbe public armories 
and arsenals of the United States, in the same 
way and after the manner now practised at the 
navy yards and forts. The report is signed by 
Messrs, Mason, Davis and Fitch. 

Senators Coliamer and Doolitile, the minor- 
ity of the Committee, in the course of their brief 
report, say there is no evidence that any other 
civzens than those with Brown were accessory 
to this outbreak, nor avy proof that any others 
had apy knowledge of the conspiracy or its pur- 
Poses in the year 1859; nor does wnvgride 
Brown or hia associates from prison in Vir- 
ginia. Time and reflection bave happily dissi 

ated much of tbe alarm and suspicion, and 
inva shown that this raid was but un offshoot 
of the exciting outrages and lawlessness in 
Kansas. They say there is uo fact calling for 
Congressional legislation.
